As it may be uſeful to put men on the reſearch after 
forgotten M. S. S. I think it expedient to mention that 
I was aſſured by Galves, that there was a very curious 


Collection, about the ſize of the Engliſh Wagoner, of 


the Ports and Harbours of the Pair1ieiNas, made by 
Don Antonio Gil, and ſent to Spain, where it was 
intended to be publiſhed, but has never yet appeared; It 
contained on one page the Plan, and on the oppoſite 
the Deſcription, with an account of the Tides, Pilotage, &c. 
I received from Galves ſome M. S. S. Inſtructions of Gil 
which I have printed for publication, together with a 
Deſcription of the Coaſt of Luzon, from MANILA to 
Cape Engano by Manuel Correa, which I alſo received from 
Galves, but I am not in poſſeſſion of the Chart. and Plans 


Which appertain to this Work; It is moſt likely both . 


Correa's and Gil's Pr Axs remain in the Archives of Spain. 
My Friend Admiral, Sir Hyde, Parker, to whom I formerly 
gave Copies of theſe M. S. S. has been ſo obliging to give me

I have alſo heard that Almirante Henrique, a Dutchman, 
nicknamed at Manila Pajarita, has publiſhed ſome Nautical 
Inſtructians and Plans of the PuiLieinas, but I e 
was able even to get a ſight of this Book.

The Plan of the ZurekEN Is: ANU. called Gr the 
Hounds Iſlands and ſometimes Hog Iſlands, is taken from 
a Dutch M.S. In the Latham 1765, I took the view of 
them, as we lay at anchor to the Southward, theſe Iſlands 
are of a good height and very woody; they appear to be 
much more convenient than North Iſland for the home- 
ward bound China Ships to watet at, as it is faid theſe 
Iſlands abound with Coconuts, and are uninhabited. 


I was induced to give an Hyftorical Relanon of the 
ſeveral Expeditions to the Po r or Naſwu IIlands 
adjacent to the . Coaſ of SUMATRA; as I thought the 
ſubje& curious and had taken pains to collect all the 
information contained in the Company's Records at Fort 
St. George: Mr. Saul's | Report of his Expedition in the 
Cuddalore 1750 (when the Plans, of the Harbours on theſe 
Iſlands, were made) is not entered upon the Records of 
the Eaſt India Company and the Report of his 2d Voyage 
in the Mary, 1751, is very thort and without any Chart 
or Plans; 1 have however found at the India Houſe a 
Copy of Mr. Saul's Report of his firf Expedition, which 
1 have now inſerted in its proper Place; and I have 
thought proper to print ſome Copies of this Hiforical 
Collection of the ſeveral Expeditions to the Pov IsLANnDS 
detached un the Explanations of the Plans of Ports.

Some years ago I ſaw a M. S. Journal containing Draw- 

ings of the Natives of | theſe Iſlands and Yiews of the 
Land, I think by a Sapercargo about the latter end of the 
laſt Century: I am ignorant whether this | Fournal ſtill 
exiſts; or if it does, in toboſe poſſeſſion it remains; any 
information on this head, would be very acceptable. 
Theſe [ſands appear to be inhabited by a people ſimilar 
to the Pintados, found originally in ſome of the Philipinas, 
and no- in moſt of the South Sea Iſlands; They are 
very different from the Malays, in language, religion

A Narrative of the circumſtances attending this Ap- 


pointment may be acceptable to ſome Perſons, I ſhall 
therefore recite them, as briefly as I can with pre- 
ciſion.
